(1) Novelty 

Dl disclose a ceramide containing liposome, and D2-D5 disclose a coenzyme QlO-containing liposome . 
However, a ceramide and coenzyme QlO-containing liposome is not described in each of Dl-D5,and the instruction that 
ceramide can improve the transdermal absorption of coezyme Q10 is also not discribed in all the documents. Therefore, 
the subject-matter of claims 1-9 is considered to be novel over the documents cited in the search report (Art.33(2)PCT). 

(2) Inventive step 

The subject-matter of claims 1-9 is not considered to be obvious for a person skilled in the art according to the 
documents D1-D5. Therefore,the subject-matter of claims 1-9 is considered to involve an inventive step (Art.33(3)PCT). 
( 3 ) Industrial application 

The subject-matter of claims 1-9 appears to be industrially applicable (Art.33(4)PCT). 
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
